Little Rock’s Central High School 
won three separate 1958 Pulitzer 
Prizes in journalism Monday. 
They went to the Little Rock 
(Ark.) Gazette for meritorious 
public service; the newspaper's 
executive editor, Harry §S. Ash- 
more, for editorial writing: and 
Associated Press correspondent 
Relman (Pat) Morin for his eye- 
witness account of violence 
outside the school Sept. 23. 
Morin, a Pulitzer Prize winner 
in 1951, was one of two winners 
this year for national reporting. 
The other was Clark Mollenhoff 
of the Des Moines Register and 
Tribune, who was cited for his 
investigation of labor racketeer- 


ing. 
Mollenhoff alse is Washington 
correspoadent of the Minneapolis 


| Star and Tribune, 


In the case of the Arkansas Ga- 
zette, it marked the first time a 
newspaper captured the public 
editors was winning the editorial 
prize for the same news event. 
Separate citation lauded the 
newspaper and its editor for ob- 
jectivity in the face of mounting 
public tension. 

The 1958 fiction award went to 
James Agee’s novel, “A Death in 
the Family.”’ It deals with a South- 
ern family’s reaction to the death 
of a ‘beloved father.

I think the New York police 
should be tougher than their ju- 
venile wolf packs when the lat- 
ter do violence and I think the 
police should be equally kind to 
the delinquents after the latter 
have been humbled. 

As a sociology major I love 
theory, but there was no time to 
bother with theory during the 
Denton wolf pack attack—such an 
emergency must be met with 
lawful corporal punishment.

Rescue Nation’s Railroads 


From Discriminatory Taxes 


American railroads are in financial trouble. Some of the trouble 
is their own fault; some may be blamed on competitive methods of 
travel that get people to places faster and more comfortably than the 


train: some may be 


blamed on the government. 


Railroads were 


America’s first big businesses. Their early history runs rife with tales 
of great barons who damned the public and its needs and proceeded 
on their own merry way to wealth and power. 


In railroads’ 19th century con- 
tacts with government, the com- 
panies were granted land assist- 
ance, Army protection and other 
help. 

And government on the federal, 
state and local level began to take 
its share'from the raMs until now 
a railroad pays taxes in every 
hamlet, township and county ‘in 
which it has lines: Railroad taxes 
are considerable and the rails, in 
truth, deserve some relief, par- 
ticularly when you consider the 
taxes they pay in comparison with 
those paid per freight ton by 
trucks, planes and water barges. 
Furthermore, local and _ federal 
government aid is available in far 
greater quantities to trucks, barges 
and planes than to the rail lines. 

The railroads are asking the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
for rate increases to stave off 
‘financial disaster,”” they say. 
They want a 70 per cent boost in 
mail-hauling rates. They applied 
two years ago for these increases 
and the preceedings are still 
under way, just now reaching 
final stages. 

Probably some rate relief will 
be granted. It won't do much 


good in the long run. Higher 
rates will only reduce the rails’ 
competitive situation relative to 
other forms of freight and pas- 
senger competition. 

We would rather see the na- 
tion’s vital railroads sustained and 
given more of .a fighting chance 
through the reduction of special 
taxes, the lifting of excise taxes 
on passenger fares, reduction of 
government regulation in raie 
competition and a program among 
all the states to seek a more equi- 
table tax structure for railroads 
around the country. 


No other industry in the coun- 
try has been so hamstrung by 
state and local taxation. 

Meanwhile, the rails could use 
some self-examination: In battling 
each other and their competitors 
they have failed to build. mar- 
kets, please customers and devel- 


op new procedures and merchan- 


dising techniques at the pace of 

other forms of transportation. 
And they cling, somehow, to the 

forlorn hope that higher rates 


imposed on the few remaining ' 


customers who have no place else 
to go will solve their worries.

Ill Will Can Have 
Effect Like Poison 


Most of us think of the great Leonardo da 
Vinei as some kind of plaster saint because he 
is primarily remembered as the artist who paint- . «= 
ed the exquisite religious masterpiece, “‘The Last Supper.” But he 


was no saint. He was a man of fierce passions and became embroiled 


in much controversy. 

When he was painting the mas- 
terpiece his heart was harboring 
a violent hatred toward a rival 
painter. So intense was da Vinci's 
feeling that he made the face of 
Judas to resemble in many re- 
spects the face of his rival. Then 
the day came when da Vinci be- 
gan to paint the face of Christ, 
but he found he was unable to 
paint with genuine and convincing 
skill. Something deep down inside 
of him was sapping his talent. 
Only after he had become recon- 
ciled to his bitter rival was he 
able to fashion the countenance 
of Jesus. 

This little story, which I am 
told is historically true, reveals 
two things about ill will. The first 
is that ill will leads a man to do 
malicious things which otherwise 
would be quite foreign to his dis- 
position. So da Vinci, who might 
at other times have painted the 
face of Judas without a subjec- 
tive and vindictive spirit, created 
him as a testimony of his own 
bitterness. Ill will does that to all 
of us. How much that is good and 
true in us becomes perverted by 
ill will! And how often talent and 
intellectual power is corrupted by 
the evil we allow to remain in us. 

Second, this story shows that 
when our lives are freed from bit- 
terness we are also freed to do 
the best of which we are capable 
Da Vinci, when reconciled to his 
enemy, was able to create a face

‘of Christ which has inspired mul- 


titudes. We just cannot be our 
real selves and we cannot do our 
best work when our strength and 
vitality is being drained through 
hate. 

Furthermore, ill will is a dead- 
ly killer of both the mind and 
body. Within the past few days a 
physician, speaking of a patient 
he had once had, said that all 
the remedies of modern science 
could not help this man because 
of the bitterness he held toward 
his business partner. The doctor 
in desperation went to the partner 
and explained that the man’s life 
was at stake. 

“Could you do something I've 
never asked another to do?’’ the 
doctor asked. ‘“‘Could you bring 
yourself to visiting him and squar- 
ing whatever trouble has brought 
this on?”’ The partner with whom 
the doctor spoke was amazed.

I don’t 
know what you mean by all this,”’ 
the partner exclaimed. But he did 
go immediately to the bedside of 
his associate and together they

Arctic Open-S 


Could Ease Fears 


WASHINGTON—Let’s act on our own to es- 
tablish the first open-skies inspection system over 
the strategic North Polar route which, after it 


tes 


begins functioning, the Soviet Union might find compelling reasons 


for joming. 


Obviously it would be better to have the U.S.S.R. particl- 


pating In such inspection from the start. 


But as the debate before the 
U.N. Security Council showed this 
past week, the Russians are in- 
terested in talking about the dan- 
ger of surprise attack but not in- 
terested in doing anything about it. 

Let's do something about it. 
It would constitute a real gain 
and might well prove so compul- 
sive that the Soviets would have 
to join. 

Isn't it worth trying? 

This is what could be done: 

Britain, France, Canada, Den- 
mark, Norway—and any other in- 
terested country—could begin ne- 
gotiations at once to work out the 
required technical arrangements, 
arrangements which have been 
studied considerably already 

They could invite the Soviets to 
every session of the talks in the 


hope that there might be a 
change of mind in the Kremlin 


somewhere along the way. 

Once the technical procedures 
are agreed to, these nations can 
begin the Arctic air inspection 
immediately with an open-ended, 
daily invitation to the Soviets to 
join at will and thereby to ex- 
tend it over appropriate Soviet 
territory. 

We Americans should be realis 
tic enough to recognize that it 
is not the Russians alone. who 


are concerned lest the on-the-alert, 
U.S. bomber flights to the Arctic 
accidentally go awry. Canada has 
heen worried. Others of our allies 
have been worned. Some ol the 
neutrals have been holdmg their 
breath. 

The advantages of setting up an 
Arctic air inspection, covering the 
Arctic Circle and, if necessar’ 
without Soviet participation, would 
be these: 

By being willing to subject our 
defensive Arctic flights to agreed, 
orderly international air inspec- 
tion, the United States would gain 
incalculably in the confidence and 
trust of the whole free world 

It would strengthen the morale 
of the NATO alliance. It 
reassure the critical segments 
of public opinion within our al- 
lies. It would ease the sincere 
anxieties of many neutrals 

It need not in the least weaken 
the United States defensively. It 
would = strengthen position 
moraily and identify American 
leadership, in the cause of redue- 
Ing the fears of a jitterv nuclear 
world, with positive action in a

They argue children aren’t any 
worse than they ever were; there 
are only more of them. And they 
argue increasing numbers of ar- 
rests do not prove increasing 
crime; they only prove the police 
are doing a better job of catching 
youngsters doing wrong. 

But they have been saying these 
things for years and _ juvenile 
crime arrests have continued to 
climb at an alarming pace com- 
pared to adult crime. So there 
must be. some other answers. 

The kids the police pick up 
aren't arrested for ringing church 
bells or throwing rocks through 
windows either. The record shows 
some figures for serious crime 
that might startle the most dedi- 
cated enthusiast of the kid-glove 
school. Youngsters under 18 made 
up 47.2 per cent of all those ar- 
rested for murder, manslaughter, 
rape, robbery, aggravated assault, 
burglary, larceny and auto theft. 
These are crimes that can hard- 
ly be explained as due to youth- 
ful exuberance or the need for 
playgrounds or the lack of op- 
portunity, 

These may, indeed, all be con- 
tributing factors. But the root of 


the trouble lies elsewhere. 


The trouble; we think, lies in 
some basic changes in our so- 
ciety’s attitude toward youth. 
One of these changes is-the in- 
creased assumption by the state 
of responsibility for children and 
a commensurate lessening of pa- 


rental responsibility... . The 
schools now undertake to teach 
things that ought to be taught at 
home. And the progressive school 
influence has taught children to 
follow their own bent in the be- 
lief that youngsters are capable 
of bending the twig properly 
themselves in the fuller develop- 


ment of their individual person- 
alities, 
But this does not instill in a 


young persen a respect for author- 
ity or. a sense of discipline; ‘in- 
deed, for the average child the 
result is: likely to be just the con- 
trary. 

The fault here lies only partly 
with the assumption of responsi- 
bility by agencies outside the 
home. It lies much more in the 
abdication of responsibility by 
parents. The home is less and less 
the central point of a child's 
growth in character... . 

Another basic change in. our 
society that, we think, may well 
explain the increase in juvenile 
— is that, somehow, we have 
ecided a crime is less a crime 
if committed by a _ youngster. 

When nearly half the nation’s 
major crimes are committed by 
juveniles, something is certainly 
very wrong. And we don’t think 
it will improve very much until 
youngsters are held more respon- 
sible for their crimes and until 
parents again become more re- 
sponsible for their youngsters.

You won't find him in the box scores, but a 45- 
vear-old right-hander has pitched Georgia to two 
Southeastern Conference baseball championships and 
a runner-up finish in the last eight seasons. 

Perhaps his most stimulating performance was reserved for this 
spring, when the bite-shy Bulldogs have struggled to stay even. 

James W. (Jim) Whatley is among collegiate baseball's greatest 
coaches, and some say he is the best batting practice pitcher in the 
game. 

His players and rival coaches will tell you Whatley loves and 
respects baseball with every inch and ounce'of his 6-5, 235-pound 

| frame. The 10 varsity letters earned 
at Alabama, where he accumulated all- 
SEC basketball and football honors and 
helped stymie Stanford in 
Powl, well qualify him for his teaching 
role. 

So do the minor league consecu- 

tive home run record he set (6), 
his coaching victory over Ken- 
tucky’s Adolph Rupp and multiple 
successes on SEC diamonds far and 
near. 

“‘What successes?’’ Whatley objects 
in his modest manner. “I think the 
most important thing in ceaching base- 
ball is getting the boys mentally ready 
to play—something we don’t do half of 
the time. 

‘I’ve always felt it took more guts 
to play baseball than any other sport. 
You can miss a block in football, and

nobody may see it, but your baseball errors go in the records. It’s 
mighty easy for a boy to lose his confidence and get down on him- 
self. 


“You can’t be too emotional in*baseball,’’ continued the tre- 
mendous man whose players affectionately call him ‘Silent Jim”’

“One day you're a hero, and the next day you're a goat. You 
can't accept either role. If you hit a home run and win a game, you 
just have to accept it as a fact. And if vou strike out with the bases 
loaded and cost a game, you also have to accept that fact.

“Baseball's a cold-blooded game. But remember this: It takes 
a lot of courage to go back out and try again after you've booted 
two easy chances in the infield the inning before.” 

Big Jim Whatley has spent a lot of seasons developing this phi- 
losophy, and a knowledge of inside baseball and sportsmanship that 
eny coach or player would gladly share. 

‘T first played as a regular on the Alex City (Ala.) High 
School team when I was 15 years old,’’ Whatley said. “I played 
first base and pitched batting practice. I've been throwing bat- 
ting practice for 30 years. 

‘I do it now so we can get in some hitting,”’ he grinned. ‘I don’t 
have much speed or stuff on the ball, but I’ve got control.”’ 

‘“Yes,’’ encored Wayne Minshew, Whatley’s mound ace, 
knows he's got better control than any of us.” 

During practice sessions, Whatley also throws to the Bulldogs’ 
weaknesses. One conference coach says he hesitateS announcing his 
starting pitchers before a Georgia series, because Whatley always 
adopts that pitcher’s delivery and style in the week's batting work- 
outs 

Practice makes potent. Consider 1958. 

Alter only a few games, it was painfully apparent Georgia 
would hit few home runs this time around, even with the batters 
aiming from second base at Los Angeles Coliseum, much less 
daring Ag Hill’s distant fences. Singles were hard to come by, 
and welcomed like grand-slam homers at Yankee Stadium. 

But look again. With three games against Georgia Tech to go, 
fi.e Bulldog regulars boast better than .300 stick certificates. Catch- 
er R. E. Gladin, a pathetic .218 out customer who found a ready 
market last season, is fast approaching a final .450 grade in wood- 
craft. He’s hitting to all fields now. 


—Whatley Makes a Boy Feel Like a Man 


“It’s ne accident either,’’ appraised a promising Georgia rookie 
who asked to remain anonymous. ‘I was reading in the Sporting 
News the other day where Ernie Banks of the Cubs says he’s begin- 
ning to learn to hit to right field. We’re learning that in college. 

“Coach: Whatley has one drill in which, for instance, a right- 
handed batter is out if he hits between second base and third. It’s 
helping our batting averages. 

‘Practice is fun. There’s something different every day. We 
have several boys on our team who want to be coaches, and 
they’re learning things about baseball they had never heard of.”’ 

Though suffering a talent drought, Georgia is the only team to 
wade even one game through both Eastern Division pace-setters, 
Florida and Auburn. Whatley’s boys alone have caged the Gators. 

Jim the giant killer brought Georgia its first SEC baseball title 
in 20 seasons in 1953 with four freshmen among the regulars. 

He probably does more with fewer scholarships than any base- 
ball coach in-the country. 

Whatley’s biggest personal sports thrills now come from wres- 
tling a belligerent bass. from its lake retreat. 

His funniest baseball experience? 

“That was in 1934 at Ozark, Ala.,” he said. “One of our 
Dothan players was called out on three straight close plays at 
first. He charged the umpire, who pulled out a switchblade knife 
and started chasing the boy around the fence. They ran until the 
ump collapsed.” 

Has baseball changed much since then? 

“No,” Whatley smiled, “but I don’t think umpires carry knives 
any more.” *

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/PRIMITIVE SPLENDOR OF FORESTS SHOULD BE PROTECTED

I've stuck my neck out so many times, and on 
so many subjects, that it’s got to where no one 
at my house will slam a door until they look to 
see which way I'm pointed. Bob 
Roberts used to warn me about 
ty neck. He claimed it was his 
experience in the Army that 
guys who poked their knots over 
the trenches to see what was 
going on were the ones who 
stopped all the lead. But 
shucks! Who wants to go around 
dull and un-shot-at all the time? 

So. in the awkward position 
of my neck stretched and both 
brogans in my mouth—where 
they are accustomed to being— Charles Elliott 
I'll make a flight into the latest discussion which 
seems to be developing between some very im- 
portant citizens of our state and the offic lals who 
reputedly administer our public lands. For this 
does concern a matter of which all persons who 
feel a kinship for the outdoors should at least be 


The problem is wilderness areas. There has 
been much said about these primitive tracts in 
Congress—and recently, too. Some of our national 
solons are farsighted enough to realize that at 
least a small segment of our country should be 
set aside and forever preserved as a part of 
primitive America in all of its pristine beauty. 


In states adjoining us, we have a couple of 
national parks where this has been done—no 
areas in our national forests. In other states, 
particularly in the West, we do have several 
large tracts which have been kept inviolate of 
roads and of the lumberman’s ax and saw. 


The one with which I am most familiar lies 
in that tremendous triangle between the Absaroka 
Range and Continental Divide, south of Yellow- 
stone National Park in western Wyoming. Only 
trails penetrate this almost unbelievably spectac- 
ular region of forested mountains, of lakes the 
color of sapphire and cold, clean streams. 

Each year, hundreds of Americans visit this 
wilderness area. They go by trail, horseback and 
afoot. Thev fish almost virgin waters, which 
would be fished out if automobile roads ran be- 


They see elk, deer, bears and moose—perhaps 
not as abundant as they were in the days when 
Jim Bridger made his first rough camp in those 
mountain wilds—but still plentiful enough to be 
an integral part of that far-flung mountainscape. 

There are roads to other scenic and beautiful 
parts of that country, and they are enjoyed by 
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the average American tourist-in-a-hurry, who 
wants his sights served up to him from the com- 
fort of an auto cushion. 

The wilderness areas are something special, 
and each year an increasing number of citizens 
with a yen to get back of beyond and see the 
mountains in their unspoiled untimbered beauty, 
make pilgrimages into them. 

Now the movement in under way by a few 
prominent and farsighted men in our own state 


to preserve them in their virgin beauty—or at 
least what’s left of it—as they were in days of 
the Cherokees. 


The opposition they have is mostly from of- 
ficials who administer those public lands. Un- 
fortunately, at least some of those officials seem 
to have forgotten that they are public servants, 
employed and paid by the people who have to 
help carry a part of the tremendous tax load. 

Sometime along the line, the civil-servicers 
seem to have picked up an idea that the prop- 
erty belongs to them—and that they can do with 
it what they doggone please, including bulldozed 
roads along remote trout streams and cutting 
every stick of timber that will make a two-by- 
four. At least that is the tone of a few letters I 
have seen. 


We need tree farms, to supply our hungry de- 
mands for tree and forest products. But I'll add 
my small voice to the plea that somewhere in 
our mountains, at least a few acres be saved 
for their primitive, rugged beauty alone.

Improve Your Posture Through Exercise 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


When you're caught off guard 
by a glimpse of yout silhouette 
reflected in a shop window, 
chances are your immediate re- 
action is (> pull in sharply to 
look more shapely. But alas, the 
slimming effect is fleeting. 

Normal weights as well as 
overweights find themselves in 
this dilemma. As one reader ex- 
pressed it: ““‘When I think about 
it I straighten up... but then 
| forget and slump again and 
find I’m not holding in. Is there 


some exercise that can help 
me?” 
IMPROVE POSTURE 

Desire is prerequisite to im- 
proving posture. Also it is im- 
portant to sense the “feel” of 
good posture. That phrase PULL 
IN causes trouble, for it’s im- 
possible to hold the  in-pull. 
Phrase it this way: PULL UP- 
AND-IN. It takes the coordinat- 
ed action of all the abdominal 
muscles to maintain the lift. 

Inability to hold the stomach 
flat is a common problem, for 


flabby muscles are simply not 
up to holding the pull. There 
must be sufficient tone in the 
brace of abdominal muscles to 
counteract gravity. Fortunately, 
the exercises which help to re- 
store tone to important girdle 
muscles need not be strenuous. 

Contraction exercises to 
strengthen a weak back and tone 
muscles of the abdomen fill the 
bill. The safety position prevents 
strain. 

The correction positively 
streamlining, so all those inter-

ested in shaping up, come along. 

Position: Lying on back on 
floor with knees flexed, soles of 
feet flat on floor, arms down at 
sides. 
UP AND IN 

Movement: Pull firmly up- 
and-ig, pressing small of back 
flat against the floor. Hold this 
movement for a measured count 
of 10. Holding this contraction 
tones the muscles. Release, pull 
up-and-in again and h-o-l-d. Re- 
peat this routine 10 times. This 
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seemingly effortless exercise is 
amazingly effective. 

Position: Lying on back on 
floor, feet resting on low bench 
or stool, arms down at sides, 
BACKS of wrists on floor. 

Movement: Flex right knee to 
chest as both arms are circled 
around on floor back of head. 
KEEP ARMS ON FLOOR AS 
YOU CIRCLE, and pull strongly 
up-and-in with girdle muscles. 
Return foot to bench and swing 
arms back to sides. Flexing al- 
ternate knees toward chest and 
maintaining the’ up-pull, con- 
tinue 10 counts. 

Practice this daily and you'll 
be pleased with your silhouette
